This gives a desth rate of 15.1 
per 1000 of the estimeted popwiation, e figure which, if 
taken without hesring in mind the smeali fiscures we are 
dealing with, would eive an altegether false idea of the 
healthiness of the Distriet.

Much se 21] of us 
would wish to see every plage provided with up te gate 
systems of sewerage collection and disposal, I cannot advise 
that thie ia really « preasing need in Yoar District, and 
escecially so, in that you have damonetrated your intention 
of desling #ith tha severere from the new bhloek of house 


property before the effiuent does pase into the River.
